: L357 British prisonefs of all ranks were on the 

23 th.January 1945 marched out of Stalag Luft.3 in three 
columns, and were theraafter marched for distances warying 
from £2 17 to 31 kilometres per day to Spremberg where tne; 
were entrained for Luckenwalde. "00d; water, médical supplies 
and adequate accomodation were more or less non-existent 
throughout the trip. At least 3 prisonars collapsed and Had to 
left at Muskau. Others collapsed en route. 


According to a statement drawn up by Mr.Albert Kadler 
of the Protecting Power the order was given on the 27 th. 
January that all men in the East Compound at Stalaz Luft 3 
were to march off at 11.0 p.m. that night. Finally the party 
started early in the morning of the 23 th. and marched that 
day 17 kilometres to Halbau.Each man was issued with one Red 
Cross parcel, but no provision was made for the earriage of 
any provisions other than each man dould carry on his back. 
53 prisoners too ill to march were left at Stalag Luft , 3 under 
the commander of Lt.Col.Loock, S.A.A.F. On the 2° th.January 
the men appear to have rested all day, but on the 30th. they 
marched another 18 k$lometers to Leippa and on the 31 st. the 
distance of 3l kilometres to Muskau. It is small wonder that 
at this stage three men F/Lts.Kielly and Wise and W/O. Burton 
collapsed and Had to be left at Muskau in the Lazarett. At 
Muskau they appear to have rested all day on the lst. February 
and here 566 prisoners were detached to join the column from 
the North Compound, whose exact itinery is not set out in 
Mr.Kadler"s statement. On the 2nd. they marchedanother 18 
kilometers to Graustein and on the 3 re. 10 kilometers to 
Spremberg . 
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On the meantime the third column from the Bellaria 
Compound had marched from Sagan to Kunau on the 23 th.January: 
from there to Gross Selton on the 29 th, where they rested 
on the 30th, on to Berkenstedt on the 31 st. with another rest 
on the lst February; and then on again to join the other at 
Graustein on the end. February. From this column no less than 
15 men escaped on the march . 


On the march, apart from the ned Cross parcel already 
referred to, the only rations issued to the men were one half 
loaf of bread and one issue of barley soup each. The supply 
of water is described as "haphazard" and on some days the men 
had to beg for it on the road in exchange of cigarettes. 

No attempt to provide accommodatión had been made in advance, 
and each night the men were kept waiting while this was 
obtained. The journey by train from Spremberg to Luckenwalde 
was made in overecrowded conditions and no water was provided, 
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
